thing is fo fatal to their Cauſe, and if they are 
„ int it? Can there 
be a Rconger in eneral to lead any 
ſincere ProteP ant to the Union, than to ob» 
ſerve the of that Party agaiaſt it? 
bey ſee "twill be, as I ſaid before, a 
Mountain caft og the Grave of their Cauſe, 
an eternal Bill of Exclution to their Hopes, 
and the Family of their Prince, — call 
him: and tis moſt cational, that they ſhould 
apprehend Danger from itz for there is 
nothing more certain, than that they will 
deſpair, and give up their Cauſe, if this 
goes 
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goes forward, and on this Score, if there 
were no other, the Animoficies are great; 
but this is not all, nor is this what I under- 
ſtand by the Animoſities mention'd in Her 
Ma je ſty's Speech. 

There are National Animoſities, which 
will be temov'd by this Union, and they 
are not things of ſo ſmall a Conſequence, as 
ſome imagine. There are Animoſities pe- 
culiar to the very People, the Dregs of an» 
tient Feuds, Quarrel rooted in the Blood 
of both Kingdoms, Generation- Jealoufies 
handed down from Age to Age; there are 
Trade- Jealouſies, Leagurng ealouſies, and 
Church- Iealouſies, and &f all theſe not 8 
few ; permit me a little, Gantlemen, to enter 
into theſe things, and it will ſoon be char 
to you all, that 'tis worth all our Study in 
both Nations to bring this Union to paſs — 

As to the National Animoſities, they ate 
certain radicated Antipathies, the Dregs of 
old Feuds between Nations at frequent 
Wars with one another, and in conftant Op- 
poſition for ſome hundreds of Years ; and it 
is not at all co be wonder'd, while the Fz- 
thers, for near 300 Years, were always cut- 
ting one anothers Throats, the Children 
ſhould have ill Blood convey'd to them, and 
Principles of Averſion handed down on both 
ſides 3 nor is it any wonder to have theſe 
break out in a more than ordinary manner, 
when a nearer Proſpea ot the ſame bloody 
E:a&ion preſents it (elf, than did before. 

Thete are things I care not to enquire 
into, much lels torenew 3 let them de, aud 
be buried in a laſting Unions and that they 
may do ſo, I ſhatl carefully avoid ſaying any 
thing to revive the Memory of them among 
us, much leſs hand them down to our Po- 
ſterity. 3 

2dly. There are Church- Animoſtties, and 

theſe of ſuch a Nature, as any good Chri- 
Gian has reaſon to wiſh removed; I know, 
there are People on both ſides, which 
endeavour to perſwade us, that theſe two 
Churches are ſo incontiftent with one ano- 
ther, that they cannot lire in the ſame Ifl.nd 
in Peace. 
” This isa moft unchriftian Sugz.-ſticon, and 
founded rather upon an Averiion apainit the 
Union, 4s ſucb, than upon any real [n9%1an- 
tial Obftrudion in the Conſtitut ion of the 
Churches, either of England or Scottuni, 
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One quarrelling Author affirms, it is Im- 
practicable to have two Eftabliſhmeats un- 
der one Authority, and runs a great Length 
upon that Head, in his Satyrs upon both 
People, Governments and Churches, but 
ſays not one Word to prove the wonderful 
Difficulty, he talks off And to me tis au 
odd Myſtery, why two eftabliſh'd Churches 
may not be conſiſtent with one another un- 
der one Authority, as well as two Civil 
Eſtabliſmments have now in ths ſame Iſland 
conlifted one with au other, for above a hun- 
dred Years under one Crown. 

I ſhall make no other Eſſays againſt this 
prepoſterous Objectioa, but defire the Au- 


chor of it to offer a Reaſon againſt the pa- 


rallel. If the ſeveral Claſhes of Intereft 
between the Nations have not hindred, but 
they have thus long flood upon their own 
Foundations under one Head, (bating an In- 
terruption of the Conſtitution in both, during 
the civil Wars;) Why ſhould not two E ſtab- 
liſhments of one Church - Authority be com- 
patible, aud by their Conftitution be as ca- 
pable to ſubſiſt apart, tho? in the fame 
Iſland, eſpecially all their reſpective Pri- 
vileges and JuriſdiQions being reſery'd. by 
the ſame Authority, on which their Union 
is Built? — 

In the next place, are not both thefe E- 
ſtabliſhments Proteſtant? if they were one 
Popiſh and one Proteſtant, or one Chriſtian 
and one Heathen, more might be objected; 
and yet we find two Churches, the one Po- 
piſh, the other Lutheran, tubfi 8 
upon legal, tho' differing Eſtabliſh.nents, in 
the Palatinate; and till the Treaty of Aeſ- 
wick gave a new Handle of Contention be- 
tween them, they did fo, very peaceably ; 
and even that FraQure we ſee now amend- 
ed, and tb- injur'd reftor'd ? 

I hope, the two Churches, we are talk- 
ing of, will bear different Characters from 
what I have been ſpeaking 3 I take them to 
be both Chriſtian Churches, Orthodox in 
Principle, ſound in Doctrine, but differing 
in Modes and Government On the 
Occaſſon of theſe Differences, they are 
firm'd upon differing Conftitutions, and 
unde differ ing Adminiftrations ; and tho 
the Differences detueea them are greater, 
than I with they were, yet God tortid, 1 
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ſhould joyn with ſo uncharitable a Conclu- 
ſion, that they cannot live in Peace oge 
by another. 

Whea we come to conſider their Civil 
Intereſts, as National Churches; we fiad 
a yet greater Reaſon to believe, they may 
very well ſubſitt under the fame Authority; 
pay, much better than either of them can 
ſubliſt aſunder ; and to prove this, I ſhall 
not go the invidious Way of examining, 
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how ill — do or can ſubſiſt aſdader; 
their mutual Dangers are too vitible, and 
might put chem in Miad of that, without 
my Help, But I ſhall a lietle examine, as 
more to my purpoſe, how aptly the Na- 
tional lntereſt of both Churches diftate a 
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N the laſt iſce llane a, I entred upon the 
grand and moſt material Queftion,which 
has lain a long time by me, Viz. What Co- 
Jour is the Devil? And having gone thro 
two Articles, Viz- The black Devil in the 
Conſcience, 1 come to the fair Devil in the 


Miſtreſs 
1 ſhould perhaps be thought to mean 
che whole Sex here, and ſome would be 


very willing 1 ſhuuld—But I am too much 
a Friend to Truth, as well as to the Sex, 
not to own, that in our general Purſuit ot 
the Sex, the Devil generally acts the Man, 
not the Woman; and, Gentlemen, in all 
your Elamours againſt the Women, give 
me leave to ſay, tis your Devil, not theirs, 
that acts all the Miſchicf ia that Caſe 3 and 
I appeal to you all, when the luſtful Devil 
is off, and Grace or Age has conquer d it, 
#hether the Sex gives you any Difturbance ? 
—— ut tis a pretty Way we have got, to 
ſeek the Temptation, and then blame the 
Tempter ; the Man in this Cafe, is like a 
Captain in a Caftle, who, reſolv d to be a 
Traytor to his Prince, ſends to the Enemy 
to come and ſeize vn the Fort, before ever 
he thought to befiege it And then to 
excuſe himſclf, crirs out, he was ſurpriz'd. 

Well, I left the Man frighted with the 
black Devil ia his Conſcience, ſatiatiag bdim- 
ſelf in his Brutality with che Devil in a 
more picaſing Aſpect; but glutted thece, 
where muſt he look next? - He remembers 
the Spectre within him, and cannot bear to 
think of looking that Wav, away be goes to 
the Bottle ———And Sn is fill very kind

to him, for here's a fri Meeting again, 


and the old Seraph trans ſorm d jato a liquid, 
ſparkles in the Glaſs,charms his Eye, tempts 
his Palate, and runs down with ſuch a Guſt, 
that you may ſee by bis Eyes, it runs into 
his very Soulz and thus the Devil and He 
grow Friends immediately; another Bottle 

niſhes the Bargain : Conſcience is doz d, 
the Man drunk gets to Bed, and ſleeps ſo 
ſound, he quite forgets the Viſion that 
frighted him; and having lock d and barr'd 
all the back Doors Salliports, call'd 
Reflection, Iajection, and Cogitation z be 
never looks out on that fide of bis Houſe 
again, unleſs by chance ſome uncooth Ac- 
cident bappens, ſuch as a Fever, Afflictione, 
e. And then Conſcience, feeling an unuſual 
Heat from the Fever, or almoſt ſmother'd 
with the Smoke of Affliction, wakes ia a 
Fright, and cries Fire. 

Now tis to be noted, that all the Co- 
lours the Devil aſſum'd, either in the 
beautiful Countenance and Charms of the 
Mittreſs, or in the ſparkling Colour of the 
Wine, being meerly ſpirituous, and this- 
laid on the Light of this Fire ia the Soul, 
opens the old Scene, and there he ſees his 
old Landlord garniſh'd with Horror, in his 
own Native Dcels, and terrible enough 
co be lure. 

Well, a great Deal of Diligence and Ap- 
pl. cation puts out che Fire, and the Houfe
